Primitive Man's Teeth Poor, Evidence Shovv^

WE FONDLY dream of the vigor- 


ous healthfulness of "living in a state 
of nature." 


"That, as I understand it, Is the

Well, the Idea sounds all right, hut 


the evidence is against It. Primitive 
man in a state of nature was a 
"meeserable creature". 


Take the teeth alone. We used to 


be told that most of the dental decay 
of the civilized man waa due to the 
use of reflned foods. 
If we could 


get back to the coarse meal, the ber- 
ries, the roots, the nuts, and seeds 
of our ancient ancestors, this disci- 
pline would toughen our teeth so 
that we would have as good ones as 
they had. 


Had Terrible Teeth 


Heaven forbid. 
The actual evi- 


dence shows that our ancient ances- 
tors had terrible teeth. 
A skull of 


Rhodeslan man. found In a mine In 
South Africa, has been preserved be- 
cause it became completely Impreg 
nated with zinc and lead. 
Such a 


process takes plenty of time and 
helps us to calculate the date when 
thia man roamed the earth — about 
45 nnn \-«ar« RE-O. 
Th«r« ar« onlv 


:ouriecn teeth remaining m tne up- 
per jaw, and of these, nine show ad- 
vanced decay. 
It 
Is the earliest 


mown case of dental caries. AH th» 
:eeth show evidence of wearing du» 
o eating coarse foods. 


Here was a man who lived In a 


state of nature, ate coarse foods and 
suffered agony with his teeth. 


The Zurl Indians of Arizona hav« 


always been an agricultural people, 
.iving on coarsely ground corn, as a 
staple, with beans, melons, eggs and 
deer and rabbit flesh. Skulls of thes* 
people dated at Columbian times 
showed that 75 per cent had dental 
decay, 52 per cent had abscesses at 
the roots of the teeth, and 56 per 
cent had pyorrhoea. On the contrary, 
Stefansaon reports that among Eski- 
mos, who live entirely on meat and 
fat, the teeth are remarkably healthy. 


Food has, undoubtedly, much to do 


with dental health, but the Important 
element is not the quality—smooth- 
ness 
or coarseness—of 
the 
food. 


There Is no denying that we have as 
bad teeth in our modern civiliza- 
tion as primitive man, but there la no 
evidence that a return to a diet of 
coarsely ground cereals would im- 
prove our condition materially. 


The smooth refined foods of tke 


present age are not necessarily a con- 
trlbuting cause of dental caries, and. 
it may be that a return to coarse 
foods might cause an aggravation of 
our present troubles. 


Lack of sunshine Is certainly a 


factor In dental health, and here the 
primitive man undoubtedly had an 
advantage over the modern man. 
whoso clothing interferes with the 
absorption of tho ultraviolet rays ot 
the sun. There are other factors to 
be considered in estimating the dif- 
ference in tooth health between mod- 
ern and primitive man. 
Primitive 


man, 
for all his health-giving sur- 


roundings, was shorter lived than we. 
Teeth which last for 40 years might 
not be able to go the whole span of 
70-80.
